RESOLUTION OF THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PORT JERVIS ADDING
TOWPATH ROAD TO THE CITY'S OFFICIAL INVENTORY OF PUBLIC ROADS AND
ASSUMING LEGAL RESPONSIBILITY THEREFORE

WHEREAS, on or about January 10, 2022, a Revised Joint Resolution and Order of The Common
Council of The City of Port Jervis and Town Board of The Town of Deerpark, Orange County, New
York Annexing Certain Parcels of Property Into The City of Port Jervis was duly adopted (the
“ Annexation Resolution”); and

WHEREAS, muitiple parcels of land were annexed from the Town of Deerpark into the City of Port
Jervis pursuant to the Annexation Resolution; and

WHEREAS, as relevant here, by virtue of the Annexation Resolution, a public highway known as
Towpath Road, which is 0.7 miles in length, twenty-three (23) feet wide and intersects with Canal
Street, another public highway, on one end and has no outlet on the other end, was annexed from the
Town of Deerpark into the City of Port Jervis; and

WHEREAS, it is necessary to add Towpath Road to the City’s official inventory of public highways
in order to maintain said highway and receive state funding for said maintenance,

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY
RESOLVED, that the Common Council of the City of Port Jervis hereby directs as follows:
1. That Towpath Road be formally added to the City’s official list of public highways.

2. That the City of Port Jervis hereby assumes full legal responsibility for the care, maintenance,
repair and replacement of Towpath Road as shall be deemed necessary and appropriate by the
City Department of Public Works Director.

3. The City Department of Public Works Director and/or the City Clerk-Treasurer, shall take all
steps necessary to add Towpath Road to the City’s official list of public highways and take all
steps necessary to implement the intent of this Resolution.

4. The City Department of Public Works Director is hereby authorized and directed to provide a
certified copy of this Resolution to the New York State Department of Transportation in
conjunction with the City’s request for Towpath Road to be considered for funding under the
New York State Consolidated Local Street and Highway Improvement Program (CHIPS)
